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Amendments to the Drawings: 

Appendix A attached hereto includes three drawing sheets wherein proposed 
corrections appear in red. The corrections to the drawings are made to provide cross 
references to the specification. No new matter is believed to be involved. 
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REMARKS 

The Official Action of April 10, 2003 in parent application no. 10/211,092 has been 
carefully considered. The changes presented herewith, taken with the following remarks, are 
believed sufficient to place the present continuation application in condition for allowance. 
Reconsideration is respectfully requested. / 

By the present amendment, the specification and drawings have been amended to 
provide cross references therebetween. 

Claims 1 and 8 have also been canceled without prejudice and claims 2-7 and 9-13 
have been amended. Claim 1 1 has been rewritten in independent form to contain many of the 
limitations of original claims 1 and 8 while broadening the scope of original claim 11, for 
example, by changing "potassium permanganate" to —oxidizing agent—. Support for this 
change can be found, for example, in original claims 8 and 9. Claims 2, 4, 9 and 13 have 
been amended to depend from claim 11. With respect to claims 2 and 3, "ventilation" has 
been changed to —moving— to provide antecedent basis in the specification (e.g., see page 10, 
lines 23-24 of the specification). Claim 3 has further been amended to state that the air 
moving member "is adapted to displace" at least 100 ml of air per second. Claim 6 has been 
amended to change "0.3" to —0.32—. Support for this range can be found in the specification 
on page 5, line 27. The scope of claims 9, 10, 12 and 13 have been broadened, for example, 
by changing "potassium permanganate" to —oxidizing agent—. Support for this change can 
be found, for example, in original claims 8 and 9. Claim 10 has been further amended to 
provide clarity to the claim terminology. 
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New claims 14-21 have also been added. Support for claims 14, 19 and 21, for 

example, can be found in original claims 8 and 9. Support for claim 15 can be found, for 

example, in Fig. 2 and in the specification on page 10, lines 9-12. Support for claim 16 Cctn 

be found, for exeimple, in original claims 1 and 4-6 and in the specification on page 5, line 27. 

Support for claim 17 can be foxmd, for example, in original claim 6. Support for claim 1 8 can 

be found, for example, in original claims 1 and 8-10. Support for claim 20 can be found, for 

example, in original claims 1, 8 and 13. Accordingly, the amendment does not involve new 

matter and claims 2-7 and 9-21 are pending and believed to be in condition for allowance. 

In the Official Action of April 10, 2003, the Examiner stated that claim 1 1 would be 
allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph set 
out in the Official Action, and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. Applicants have .^unended claim 1 1 to include many of the limitations of 
original claims 1 and 8. Moreover, the claim has been amended to provide a broader claim 
scope, for example, by changing "potassiirai permanganate" to —oxidizing agent—. It is 
believed that the broad language of amended claim 11 complies with 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph. Applicants respectfully request allowance of claim 11 and claims 2-7, 9-10 and 
12-15, that depend directly or indirectly therefi-om. 

The Examiner further stated that claim 13 would be allowable if rewritten to 
overcome the rejection imder 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph set out in the Official Action, 
and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Applicants 
have added new claim 20 that includes many of the limitations of original claims 1, 8 and 13. 
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Moreover, the claim has been rewritten to provide a broader claim scope, for example, by 
changing "potassium permanganate" to —oxidizing agent--. It is believed that the broad 
language of new claim 20 complies with 35 USC 112, second paragraph.. Applicants 
respectfully request allowance of claim 20 and claim 21 depending therefrom. 

New claim 16 includes many of the limitations of original claims 1 and 4-6. It is 
believed that neither U.S. Patent No. 5,772,738 to Muraoka, U.S. Patent No. 4,963, 166 to 
Ho5^ et aL, nor U.S. Patent No. 5,616,169 to de Ruiter et al. disclose or suggest the claimed 
air filtering device, particularly with a first filtering member comprising activated carbon 
supported on a support member having a carbon density between 0.01 and 0.32 prams per 
cm^, wherein said support member comprises a foam, a woven web material or a nonwoven 
web material. Applicants therefore submit that claim 16, and claim 17 depending therefrom, 
are in condition for allowance. 

New claim 18 includes m3i\y of the limitations of original claims 1 and 8-10. It is 
believe that neither Muraoka, Hoyt et al. nor de Ruiter et al., disclose or suggest the claimed 
air filtering device, particularly with the further limitations of the oxidation agent being 
supported on a structure comprising at least one of zeolite and alumina and wherein the 
oxidizing agent is included as part of a solid particle structure supported by a support 
comprising at least one of a foam structure, layered non-woven materials, and layered woven 
materials. Applicants therefore submit that claim 18, and claim 19 depending therefrom, are 
in condition for allowance. 
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Applicant respectfully request consideration of this preliminary amendment and early 



allowance of the Application.
